erno r W arren T. McCray in 19 23. 
Stephenso n related a bid 
fo r 
po wer by Jackso n, the secretary 
o f state, Geo rge V. Co ffin, po li­ 
tical bo ss, Ro bert I. Marsh, 
his 
atto rney , and himself, described 
as the financier all o perating to ­ 
gether to gain greater 
co ntro l 
o f the go v ernment. 
Jam es W. No el, fo rm er atto rn­ 
ey fo r ex -go v erno r W arren 
T. 
McCray , su cceeded Stephenso n 
o n the stand this afterno o n. 
Stephenso n had been o n the 
stand fro m 9 :45 a. m., to day to 
1:56 p. m. His direct testim o ny 
was related in little mo re th an 
o ne ho u r and the rem ainder o f 
the tim e was dev o ted to cro ss- 
ex am inatio n. 
He testified th a t he pro v ided 
th e $10,000 th a t was o ffered to 
McCray in 19 24 as a bribe 
fo r 
appo inting Jam es E. MacDo nald 
as M ario n Co u nty pro secu to r. 
Tu rned o v er to the defense 
fo r cro ss-ex am inatio n, he charg­ 
ed th a t Dr. Hiram Wesley Ev ans, 
im perial wizard o f the Ku Klu x 
Klan, prev ented him, by threats 
u po n his life, fro m testify ing in 
his o wn trial fo r m u rder 
at 
No blesv ille in 19 25. 
Near the clo se o f the 
cro ss- 
ex am inatio n 
Stephenso n 
de­ 
clared he gav e McCray $1,000 to 
“\ease my co nscience” fo r hav ing 
/appro ached the go v erno r with 
a) “bargain.” 
\ Stephenso n, in 
cu sto dy

state priso n gu ards, was 
re­ 
tu rned to the Mario n 
co u nty 
jail to await a po ssible fu rther 
call as a witness.

at Hong 
Kong left M irs Bay, w ith the As­ 
iatic fleet, April 27, on 
orders 
from Secretary Long of the N a­ 
vy, “To find and destroy 
the 
Sp anish Fleet," the n stationed a t 
M anilla, under A dm iral M onta- 
go. Dewey’s squadron entered the 
channel of M anilla Bay Saturday 
night a t 11:39 p. m. and on S un­ 
day m orning May 1, 189 8, after 
dem anding the su rrend er of the 
Sp anish fleet, sank , burned and 
cap tured it, silenced and des­ 
troyed three land batteries and 
took possession of the whole bay, 
one of the longest and finest in 
the world. 
A G erm an vessel in the harbor 
at the tim e m ade a m aneuver to 
interfere but was w arned by De­ 
wey tha t any interference would 
be tak en as “an unfriendly a c t” 
and the G erm an 
vessel 
was 
steered to safe quarters. England 
and G erm any leaned heavily to­ 
w ard a Sp anish alliance a t tha t 
tim e and a shot from Dewey’s 
gun would have been “a shot 
heard around the world."

xiety am ong the governm ents of

He was executive officer on 
the ironclad “P atap sco”, w hen it 
was blown up in C harleston ha r­ 
bor, Jan. 15, 1865.

there are numerous motorists

practice. It may be that sorni 
many—of these drivers are not 
in any sense to be blamed for 
the collision from which they 
nee. In many instances, 
the 


crash is to be rated simply as 
an unfortunate occurrence; but, 
even so, in a moment when bad 
judgment holds the throne, they 
turn tail and run. Although the 
larger percentage of drivers in 
such circumstances do not run 
away and the number of those 
who do flee from the-scene of 
the accident is relatively small, 
their Cowardice is 
hideously 


impressive and makes their ac- 
tion most unpleasantly conspic- 
uous—doubly or triply so, 
of 


course, in instances where the 
driver is a speeder and has* been 
indisuptably at fault. 


Whether guilty or careless or 


blameless, it is a sad blunder for 
any driver to run away from an 
accident in which he has had 
the misfortune to participate. If 
he is guilty, no matter whether 
he escapes the penalty of the 
law which rightly should be im- 
posed upon him, he is certain 
to find crawling upon him for 
many a day, if not forever, the 
scorpions of conscience—the de- 
pression which must certainly 
accompany the conviction that 
he has been a coward—the fact 
that some ordinary 
sooner or later reveal and un- 
mask his guilt and bring him to 
a sharp accounting.

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


Possibly no war in our history 


was productive of such far flung 
and beneficial results as was the 
war with Spam, and it was only 
by the good judgment of Admir- 
al Dewey at Manilla that 
the 


conflagration, which embraced 
the world sixteen years later, 
was averted. Dewey at Hong 
Kong left Mirs Bay, with the As- 
iatic fleet, April 27, on orders 
from Seqretary Long of the Na- 
vy, "To find and destroy 
the 


Spanish Fleet," then stationed at 
Manilla, under Admiral Monta- 
go. Dewey's squadron entered the 
channel of Manilla Bay Saturday 
night at 11:30 p. m. and on Sun- 
day morning May 1, 1898, after 
demanding the surrender of the 
Spanish fleet, sank, burned and 
captured it, silenced and des- 
troyed three land batteriss and 
took possession of the whole bay, 
one of the longest and finest in 
the world. 


A German vessel in the harbor 


at the time made a maneuver to 
interfere but was warned by De- 
wey that any interference would 
be taken as "an unfriendly act" 
and the German vessel was 
.steered to safe quarters. England 
and Germany leaned heavily to- 
ward a Spanish alliance at that 
time and a shot from Dewey's 
gun would have been ~a shot 
heard around the world." 


In 1895 President Cleveland 


warned England in the Venezue- 
la-British Guiana boundary dis- 
pute, "that if the balance of 
power is a cause for jealous an- 
xiety among the governments of 
the Old World and a subject for I 
our absolute non-interference, 
the observance of the Monroe 
Doctrine is of vital concern to 
this government." Secertary Ol- 
ney wrote our Ambassador at 
London, Thomas F. Bayard, that 
-The Monroe Doctrine does not 
establish a protectorate over any 
South American country, nor re- 
lieve them from then- obligations 
as fixed by international law, 
nor prevent any Euorpean coun- 
try directly interested from en- 
forcing such obligations, or from 
inflicting merited 
punishment 


for the breach of them." Let 
those who criticise our policy in 
Nicaragua, the Philippines or 
elsewhere, stop to reflect 
that 


we nave never engaged in a war 
of conquest, nor left a conquered 
nation worse than we found it. 
Cuba now the -Queen of the 
Antilles" Porto Rico, "The Gem 
of the Ocean," the Philippines 
and the Sandwich Islands all at- 
test our civil and 'humanitarian 
policy. 


Admiral George Dewey was 


born in Montpelier, Vt., Dee. 
M, 1137, son of Dr. Julius T. De- 
wey, one of the first authorities 
of bis day on insurance. Ap- 
pointed a cadet at seventeen, at 
Annapolis be was graduated in 
the class of 1858. A practice 
cruise on the "Wasp" and the 
Civil War broke. Assigned to the 
Mississippi" a 17-gun, side- 


wbeel type, He was in the column 
that preceded Farragut. when 
the Mississippi river was forced. 
His ship was grounded, shot to 
pieoaB, burned and exploded af- 
ter the officers and crew reached 
•hare. la many other 
' 
WaM 


rose hi the Navy to Admiral. Af- 
ter capturing Manilla he receiv- 
ed a magnificent sword and vote 
of thanks from Congress. 


In 1907 he was president of the 


Court of Inquiry in the celebra- 
ted Sampson-Schley controversy 
and in 1902 Commander-in-chief 
cf the united squadrons mobili- 
zed for extraordinary maneu- 
vers, and in 1908 the ranking 
naval officer of the world. Be 
died in 1917 at Washington. 


The destruction of the Span- 


ish fleet July 3, 1898 by the At- 
lantic fleet under command of 
Admiral Samjjgon and Schley 
paralyzed the military power of 
Spain and the ill-advised re- 
quest for a Court of inquiry left 
a blot on the letter's record, not 
deserved. 


Edward Stanton Maclay wrote 


a history of the Navy, in the 
third volume of which he refer- 
red to Schley as a -caitiff, pol- 
toon and coward" led Schley to 
ask an official inquiry into his 
conduct in that «famous fight, 
in which Sampson did not par- 
ticipate, nor did the flagship, 
"New York" on which Sampson 
was temporarily absent on a 
mission when the Spanish fleet 
made its dash from Santiago 
harbor. The charge of cowardice 
grew out of a -loop" movement 
made by Schley's vessel, which 
gave it the appearance of flight. 
Rear Admirals Benham 
and 


Ramsey sustained a censure of 
his conduct while Dewey praised 
Schley for promptness and effi-> 
ciency and gave him credit for 
the destruction 
of Cervara's 


fleet. 


Winfield Scott 
Schley was 


born at Frederic, Md., Oct. 9, 
1839, graduated from Annapolis, 
served through the Civil War 
and was placed in command of 
the -Flying Squadron, March 
28, 1888 and charged with the 
duty of intercepting Cervara's 
fleet, which was reported to have 
left Cape Verdi Islands for the 
Cuban waters. 


William Thomas Sampson war 


born at Palmyra, K. Y., February 
9,1940 and died May 6,1909. He 
was a graduate of the TJ. 8. Na- 
val Academy graduating hi 1860 
and served through the Civil 
War. He was executive officer on 
the ironclad -Patapsoo", when it 
was blown up in Charleston har- 
bor, Jan. 15, 1865. He served in 
various positions and was presi- 
dent of the Board of Inquiry on 
the -Maine" disaster. On .Tune 
1, he joined Commodore Bchteys 
-Flying Squadron- 
with tbe. 


North Atlantic fleet and took 
command of the two squadrons, 
consisting of 19 warships and 
auxUliaries. He was relieved of
